The imperial goverii- 
ment, recogni/.ing tho entire response 
bility for the preservation or order ill 
the treaty ports, and for the protectioi 
of missionaries in tho interior, ha' 
ordered the viceroys of ChihiliandNun 
king to dispatch tho northern and south 
ern squadrons of the Chinese lleet tc 
patrol the Yang-tse-Kiaug and aft'ori 
protection, for tho life and property o 
Europeans are still apparently threat 
ended.

Another Is Suffering. 


CONFESSION OF THE REAL BORDERER, 


The True Blory of the Killing of tho 


Trump Found in a Box Car at 


Conlrallfl, III.—Good N»vra 


for B Lift Convict. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. -JO.—Con- 


science has finally forced Jacob Brown 
to confess a dire deed that he did eifflit 
long years ago. Since 1888 Brown has 
been fleeinfr from his crime, but it has 
pursued him the length and breadth of 
the continent 
At last, in Minneapolis, 


he has confessed to Superintendent of 
Police Henderson liis crime. There is 
one man whose heart will give abound 
of joy when he hears the confession, 
lie is Convict Gray, a "lifer" in the 
penitentiary at Chester, 111. Gray 1ms 
been thought the murderer Instead of 
Brown. 
He 
was 
convicted 
at 


Salem, 
111. 
Brown's 
confession 


will set him free, both from prison and 
from disgrace. -Brown's story was so 
strange a tale that the chief at flrst set 
him down as a crank. The man was so 
earnest, however, that .the chief ordered 
him locked up and sent a telegram to 
Centralia, 111., where the murder was 
done. This morning the answer came 
from the sheriff: "Hold the man; letter 
coming. 
Will send for him." 


The story of tho murder is a strange 


one. 
Brown, -who waa trnmping, went 


into a box car to sleep. Ho stumbled 
over a man In the dark and a flght en- 
sued. Brown hit his assailant a death 
blow with a coupling-pin and fled. Not 
long 
after 
Gray, another 
tramp, 


came 
along 
and 
wtnt 
to 
sleep 


in 
the 
same 
car, not 
knowing 


that he had a dead man for a compan- 
ion. The next morning when he arose 
he found that his arm had lain in a pool 
of blood. IIo tore oft the bloody sleeve 
und fled. That sleeve caused his ar- 
rest, conviction and sentence. He does 
not even know who the real murderer 
was. 
Brown claims to come from a 


well-to-do southern 
family, but will 


not give his real name.

He jumped to the top of the bench and 
ran from one bench to another across 
the room. 


Other prisoners came to the aid ol 


Mclntyre and Bowers, and they soon 
had the negro on the floor. Mr. Bow- 
ers sank to the Hoor unconsious and 
was removed to the hospital. He is 
seriously 
injured. The negro was 


placed in a dungeon where he will be 
kept until lie is turned over to the au- 
thorities on a charge of assault to kill, 
the same offense for which he is now 
serving time.

Can't Keep Our Gold. 


So long aa this country follows a sys- 


tem of political economy that keeps tlie 
balance of trade in our favor, we ore in 
no danger of financial exhaustion. Like 
u merchant or » farmer who sells more 
than he buys, if he sells at a profit, is 
prosperous, so the government, when ita 
people sell abroad more than they buy 
from abroad, must bo prosperous. This 
government wns poor and almost bank- 
rapt in 18(50, as the result of a system of 
political economy the logic of which is 
that we must not buy from ourselves. 
Gold poured oat of the country in greater 
amounts than it came. A few weeks ago 
much was said about the shipment of 
gold to Europe to meet balances. Some 
people became alarmed, bnt the fact that 
we ore selling more than we buy stood 
like an impenetrable wall to protect us 
from the permanence of outshipnients of 
gold, and the outgoing gold hardly 
touched the shores of the British Isles 
until it began its return journey. 


We are shipping about one million dol- 


lars' worth of products to Europe daily 
at this time. The aggregate amount of 
gold shipped to Europe in the lust year 
has been estimated at 875,000,000. At 
our present rate ot shipments three 
months will see all this returned with 
810,000,000 to 815,000,000 more nddsd to 
it. 


Becoming alarmed at this probability 


it has been declared by an English finan- 
cial authority that Ihe Bank of England 
will rnise ita rates ot discount, with n 
viowot preventing the return shipments 
of gold. This of course is the merest 
twaddle in front of the fact that Europe 
mast have breadstuff at any price and 
must pay for the same, 


Tho Froo Trade Liar at Large. 
The Democrats are having a hard time 


with their "tariff a tax" assumption. The 
theory don't soem to pan out to suit 
them since the operations of the MoKin- 
ley tariff law has proven the contrary to 
be true. Having been thus disappointed 
in their reasoning, instead ot admitting 
thuir error they invoke deception to keep 
their barren theory on its feet. la Iowa 
they started out a set ot pseudo-drum- 
mers wuo quoted advances in prices to 
business mon, urging them to buy largely, 
stating that prices are rapidly advancing 
on account of the increased duties pro- 
vided by the MoKiuley tariff.

story wns about the same us the stories 
told business noon by circular from im- 
porters last fall. But the people of Iowa 
are fast getting onto the trick. One of 
the loading editors of that state offered 
$5 to any peraon who will produce from 
any store in Iowa an article of American 
manufacture ou the foreign like of which 
the McKinley tariff law levied an in- 
creased duty and the retail price of which 
is now higher than before the duty wns 
increased. This was too much for these 
enterprising political "salesmen," and has. 
practically wiped out this effort to de- 
ceive theople by this party that has the 
effrontery to ilaim that it can enter a 
campaign of education.

Temporal Power of the Pope. 
Although the Italian Government has 


withdrawn its opposition to the holding 
of a Catholic congress in Rome next 
weeK, it is said the authorities will at- 
tempt to rigidly prevent any formal ex- 
pression of opinion adverse to the unity 
of the Italian Kingdom and in favor of 
the temporal power of the Pope.

Great Britain will send not a few mem- 
bers of parliament, and some even, like 
H. H. Fowler, M. P., who are among the 
ablest lieutenants of the great Gladstone. 
She has also delegated to this assembly 
some of her brightest legal end scientific 
magnates, with some others whose names 
have become household words in .En- 
gland from their prominent connection 
with great social and philanthropic re- 
forms. This ia the port of men Great 
Britain is sending, and that these will be 
matched, and even eclipsed, by those 
representing the various branches of 
American Methodism, is, o! course, a 
foregone certainty. 
The American delegate will represent, 


not only every branch of Methodism in 
our land, but every section of the Amer- 
ican republic. The south will b» there 
in equal ratio with the north, and the 
two sections may be expected to vie 
with each other, as they did at the first 
Ecumenical held in London ten years 
ago, not only in sending their most dis- 
tinguished men, but m a friendly com- 
petition for oratorical honors, as well 
as in the more holy contest for first 
place in the great modern miirch of 
fr 


ace n 
e grea 
raternity. The Methodism of the United 
States is peculiarly favored in tho large 
number ot men it can muster who are 
prominent in political life. Henoe, it 
contributes to this gathering, not only 
judges and governors, but those who 
have won fame in the house of repres- 
entatives at Washington, and some even 
who will appear before their brother de- 
legates clothed in senatorial 'dignities. 


And what an immense oonsitnenoy 


the distinguished men will represent! 
The lowest estimate allows the Method- 
ists of the world an aggregate ot five 
million members, and a population ag- 
gregating twenty millions. The bulk of 
these, as a matter of course, are on this 
conticent, the various Methodist ohurob- 
es in Great Britain representing only 
about one-fitth of those totals. Since 
the first Ecumenical the aggregate of 
Methodist 
communicants 
has 
been 


swollen by a number equal to the pres- 
ent strength oC that cause in the land 
which gave it birth. Thus while old 
England enjoyes the distinction of hav- 
ing been the cradle of this sect, the 
sphere of its greatest development and 
widest intluence has unquestionably been 
found in the vast territory and unrivall- 
ed social conditions of the United States 
And fancy these Methodists rolling up 
their totals amongst us at Sne rate of a 
million in a decade. 


The church sanding the largest num- 


ber ot delegates to this conference is that 
known 
us the 
Methodist Episcopal 


Churcli, whose representation is nearly 
twice that of the^next largest, and, with 
this exoepted, more than equal to that ot 
all the other American churches together. 
And, 
of course, this larger representa- 


tion is due to his superior strength nu- 
merically. Late reports put tho members 
and probationers in this fold at 2,283,154; 
traveling preachers, 14,792; bishops, 18; 
annual conferences, 125. In 1791— just a 
hundred years ago— thia church haJ hut 
250 traveling preachers and only 63,269 
members; and of course, to estimate 
fully what the gain has been in this first 
century, we must add to the present 
meembership ot the church in question 
that of all the other branches of Ameri-

Methodism, including the large 


numbers folded within^the Methodist
